On February 11, minority stockholders of the Marion Star, of 
whom Mrs. Harding is one, offered to buy back the newspaper 
from Roy D. Moore and Louis Ii. Brush after the death of Mr. 
Harding at the price for which it was purchased. 
Mr. Donithen, a Marion resident and friend of the Hardings, 
said that the offer was made to Brush and Moore by the small 
stockholders, but they felt possibly the two men “regretted their 
bargain'’ after Mr. Harding’s death. 
“The offer was declined,’’ Donithen said, “because Mr. Brush 
and Mr. Moore did not feel that the death of Mr. Harding had 
damaged the prestige of the newspaper or affected it adversely in 1 
any other way.” 
j 
He said the minority stockholders made their tender to the 
new owners of the Star because they did not want them to ^ dis­ 
satisfied in any way with their purchase. 
Another point about the value of the Marion Star is establish­ 
ed in part of a letter written by Mr. Harding, o Janies F. Hopley, 
of Bucyrus, who had asked his advice about taking $110,000 for 
his two papers. 
Mr. Harding wrote: 
Dear Hopley: I have your note regarding the proposed pur­ 
chase and consolidation of the two papers at Bucyrus. I am sure 
that I do not have the slightest discouragement to offer. It is in 
harmony with the tendency toward consolidation of newspapers 
in order to make them consistent business enterprises as well as 
self-reliant agencies of becoming public service. 
The owner of the Poughkeepsie, N. Y. Evening Star and En­ 
terprise writes that he offered President Harding $350,000 for 
the Star, September 22, 1922.

The average American will feelingly indorse Secretary Hughes’ 
address before the American Law Institute. We have, as he as­ 
serts, too many laws and too many unenforced laws. As he states: 
We have in this country the greatest law factory the 
world has ever seen. 
Forty-eight states and the Federal 
(Government are turning out each year thousands of new laws, 
while at the same time the courts in the performance of their 
judicial duty are giving us thousands of new precedents. 
If laws would make us so, we ought to be the very best and ] 
most law-abiding people in the world. More than 12,000 statutes a 
year are poured out. This Gargantuan legal grist requires the 
making of 175,000 pages of decisions yearly. On the highest courts 
it throws the burden of making 13,000 permanently rendered de­ 
cisions every twelve months. 
Nor do we grow greatly better because of it. The Secretary 
expressed some of the resentment in the mind of the plain citizen 
when he protested against these legislative mills that grind neith­ 
er slowly nor exceedingly small. Most of us realize we are being 
smothered in an avalanche of laws and ground up in our own 
legal and legislative mills. 
There always has been a law-making mania in this country, 
and it has grown with the years. This has resulted in a careless 
acceptance by all kinds and conditions of men of a feeling that 
some laws are made to be kept and others broken. 
It results in 
men habitually and well-nigh unconsciously breaking many laws 
and yet continuing to regard themselves as good citizens. 
It is, as Secretary Hughes points out, an indictment of our 
ability to govern ourselves. We have proceeded on the theory that 
law is the sovereign panacea. We are in the slow process of discov­ 
ering that a law unenforced is a dangerous thing and that we can 
have so many that they defeat their own purposes.
